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STARTERS ARE REALLY GOOD 

Fortunately, the six returning starters are all really good. And three of them 
— senior center Pat Elflein, junior quarterback J.T. Barrett and junior middle 
linebacker Raekwon McMillan — have already been named captain by 
coach Urban Meyer. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio — The start of Urban Meyer’s fifth fall camp and season 
at Ohio State University will be August 6 when 105 players will report to 
campus to prepare for the 2016 season opener, Sept. 3 against the school 
Meyer was first a head coach: Bowling Green State University. The first fall 
practice will take place August 7. 


Meyer, who has the highest 
winning percentage — .850; 
154-27 — among active 
coaches with at least 10 years 
of experience at a four-year 
school, will welcome one of 
the most inexperienced group 
of players he has had: 38 
lettermen are on the roster, 
but only 34 of them lettered 
on last season’s 12-1, Fiesta 
Bowl-winning team. Plus, only 
six starters return — three on 
either side of the ball. 


“The one thing is that we have very 
good leadership,” Meyer said earlier 
this year. “Pat Elflein is a captain. 
JJ. Barrett is a captain. Raekwon 
McMillan is a captain. ... I’m jumping 
the gun a little bit, but those are 
three captains. We're not waiting.”

Elflein, a fifth-year senior who has 
started 29 games, will move to 
center — his projected position in the 
NFL — and Meyer believes the two-time first-team all-Big Ten performer will 
be the best center in college football this season. He was a second-team 
Associated Press All-American last year. 


Meyer’s previous four Ohio State teams returned 45, 38, 50 and 47 
lettermen in 2015-14-13 and 2012, respectively, and they each returned 
double digit starters with 16, 12, 13 and 15 along the offensive and 
defensive sides of the ball. 


Barrett is 15-2 as Ohio State’s starting quarterback with a career completion 
percentage of 64.2 percent and a career efficiency rating of 160.06. He’s 
averaged over 220 yards per game passing, 82 yards rushing and he’s 
accounted for 58 touchdowns — 41 passing and 17 rushing — in his 17 starts. 


In his previous 10 years as coach at Bowling Green, Utah and Florida, his 
teams have never had fewer than 38 returning lettermen or fewer than 
eight returning starters. 


McMillan was one of the top linebackers in the nation last year as a 
sophomore ... a Butkus Award finalist and who ultimately finished third. He 
earned second team All-America honors by Walter Camp and he led the 
Buckeyes and ranked fourth in the Big Ten with 119 tackles and 9.2 per game. 


But this year he and his staff are realizing the attrition that comes with 


success, particularly through recruiting really well, winning championships 
and expertly developing talent. Five straight recruiting classes have been 
ranked among the Top 5 nationally. The Buckeyes won the 2014 national 
championship. And this year nine juniors — most of them two-year starters 
and all key members of the championship run — felt ready for the NFL 

and all all nine went to the NFL Scouting Combine, seven were drafted, 
including four in the first round, and all nine are on NFL rosters. 


So that leaves fall camp roster with 20 seniors - scholarship and walk-on - 
but only seven with real game experience and 43 scholarship freshmen on 
board: 20 who red-shirted the 2015 season and 23 from the 2016 recruiting 
class. 


It’s no wonder why Meyer has called this upcoming season “the year of 
development.” 
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The other three returning starters are equally impressive. 


+ Fourth-year junior guard Billy Price is already a two-year starter who is 
talented and will team with Elflein to give Ohio State’s offensive line a 
formidable foundation while three new starters emerge. Price tied for 
the lead among linemen with 894 snaps last year and he’s started 28 


consecutive games.

While Meyer admits the need to “accelerate 
the growth of some guys,” there is still plenty 
of returning talent on Ohio State’s roster. By 
position ... 


Offensive Line - The highly regarded Greg 
Studrawa rejoins Meyer’s staff as offensive line 
coach — the two coached together at Bowling 
Green 14 years ago — and he'll be charged 
with developing what is typically the foundation 
of the team albeit minus three starters, 
including consensus All-American left tackle 
Taylor Decker and two-year starting center and 
tough guy, Jacoby Boren. 


Pat Elflein and Billy Price are 615 pounds 

of terrific building blocks for Studrawa and 

the team. Tackles Jamarco Jones and Isaiah 
Prince, and guards Evan Lisle and Demetrius 
Knox, each played over 100 snaps and in every 
game on special teams last year and will all 
be wying for the open positions. True freshman 
Michael Jordan enrolled in classes in January 
and was highly impressive throughout spring 
drills while taking the vast majority of snaps 
with the first-team o-line unit. Keep an eye 

on Matthew Burrell, as well as any number of 
other scholarship lineman.

There really was only one choice in Urban Meyer’s mind as to who 
could replace Ed Warinner as coach of Ohio State’s offensive linemen: 
Greg Studrawa. And on Jan. 15, the 27-year collegiate coaching veteran 
joined Meyer’s staff for a second time to take over offensive line duties 
from Warinner, who developed outstanding lines in his four seasons with 
the unit but who is moving upstairs into the coaching booth fulltime now 
to call plays. 


Thus, enter Studrawa. He has been offensive line coach the past two 
seasons at Maryland and he spent the prior seven years on Les Miles’ 
LSU staff, winning a national championship and two Southeastern 
Conference titles while tutoring 10 all-conference performers along 
offensive lines that paved the way for four 1,000-yard rushers. He was 
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offensive coordinator for two years at LSU, a position he also held for a 
total of 10 years at Bowling Green and Wilmington (Ohio) College. 


“I’ve known Greg for a long time, starting with my time at Bowling Green 
when he was my offensive line coach,” Meyer said. “I know how good of 
a coach he is. There aren’t many people I’d entrust our offensive line to 
after the job coach Warinner has done, but Greg is one of them and I’m 
pleased to have him join our staff.” 


Studrawa, who has coached the offensive line for 24 of his 27 years 
in coaching, comes to Columbus highly regarded and following two 
seasons — 2014 and 2015 — coaching in the Big Ten Conference on 
Randy Edsall’s staff at Maryland. 


Prior to that, he spent seven seasons in the Southeastern Conference 
with LSU, coaching under Les Miles with his LSU experience featuring 
a national championship season during his first season in 2007 and 

a second trip to the national championship game in 2011 after a 13-0 
campaign. Studrawa was a part of LSU’s greatest decade of football 
during this time, a span that included SEC titles in 2007 and 2011. 


Studrawa coached the offensive line his first four seasons in Baton 
Rouge before a two-year cycle as the team’s offensive coordinator and 
offensive line coach in 2011 and 2012. His 2011 Tiger offense ranked 17th 
nationally in scoring at 35.7 points per game, set school-records with 
nine 40-point games and 35 rushing touchdowns, and helped the team 
go 8-0 in the SEC with wins over Florida, Auburn, Alabama and Georgia 
in the SEC title game. His 2012 offensive unit, despite a rash of injuries 
on the line and a first-year starting quarterback, still went 10-3 overall 
with all three losses by a combined 13 points. 


Among the 10 all-SEC honorees Studrawa coached along the offensive 
line at LSU were two-time first-team all-SEC pick Herman Johnson 

and first-team honorees Ciron Black, Will Blackman and Alex Hurst. 
Blackman (2011) and Johnson (2008) were also each named first-team 
All-Americans. 


Studrawa and his wife, Cindy, have three daughters: Samantha, Katelin 
and Allison.

After four highly productive seasons coaching — and coaching really well 
— what arguably was the soul of the Ohio State team, the offensive line, 
Ed Warinner will turn his focus to coaching the tight ends and on calling 
the offense from the press box in 2016. 


“Our offense was as good as it was all year with coach Warinner and 
coach [Tim] Beck together in the box,” coach Urban Meyer said when 
announcing the position change in January. “So keeping those two in 
place during games is something | think our offense will benefit from as 
we move forward.” 


The 2016 season represents Warinner’s fifth at Ohio State. He served 
as co-Offensive coordinator his first three seasons and took over as 
coordinator last year. He has been instrumental in Ohio State’s record- 
setting offenses that have set dozens of school and Big Ten records, 
including season marks — twice — for points (672 in 2014 after scoring 
637 in 2013) and touchdowns (90 in 2014 after 87 in 2013), a Big Ten 
record for rushing yards (4,321 in 2013) and school records for passing 
yards (3,707 in 2014) and passing touchdowns (42 in 2014). 


Ohio State has averaged 37.2, 45.5, 44.8 and 35.7 points per game the 
past four seasons and the team’s offense has been among the best in 
he nation each year. 


And behind Warinner’s offensive line that has produced five NFL players 
in the last three seasons, including three rookie starters in 2014 — Corey 
Linsley for Green Bay; Jack Mewhort with Indianapolis; and Andrew 
orwell at Carolina — the Buckeyes have ranked in the Top 10 nationally 
in rushing three years with a national ranking of 11th in the fourth. 


Warinner’s offensive linemen to make an NFL roster to grew to seven 
his year as 2015 Big Ten offensive lineman of the year and consensus 
All-American Taylor Decker was a first-round pick (No. 16 overall) of the 
Detroit Lions. 


Warinner represents the sixth offensive coordinator to work under Meyer 
and the previous five have all become head coaches, including Tom 
Herman, now the University of Houston coach. 


Warinner’s coaching career includes coordinator positions for three 
record-setting Kansas Jayhawks teams, including the 2007 unit that 
averaged 479.8 yards and 42.8 points per game. He also has two 
seasons as offensive coordinator experience at Army. 


Warinner was named the 2014 FootballScoop offensive line coach of 
the year. He is the first coach to earn offensive line coach of the year 
honors from FootballScoop twice and he joins a short list of three other 
coaches — Mark Helfrich, Kliff Kingsbury and Philip Montgomery — to be 
named a FootballScoop positional coach of the year twice. He also won 
the award in 2012. 


Warinner’s honors also include being named a 2014 Rivals.com Top 
25 recruiter. In 2012, Rivals.com named Warinner one of the Top 20 
“hottest assistant coaches” in the nation and prior to coming to Ohio 
State in 2011, he was a finalist for the FootballScoop offensive line 
coach of the year.

the nickel back in early games last season ... he made the switch from 
cornerback to safety this spring ... a two-time Varsity O letterwinner, 
Webb is majoring in sport industry. 


2015 Season (Sophomore): Webb played in seven games for the 12-1 
Buckeyes and earned his second Varsity O letter ... played a career high 
36 plays in the season opener at Virginia Tech, including 18 plays on 
defense as the nickle back ... totaled 10 tackles on the season. 


2014 Season (Freshman): Webb he played in eight games for the 
College Football Playoff national champions in 2014 as a true freshman 
and earned his first Varsity O letter ... played in five regular season Big 
Ten games, including a personal best 35 plays vs. Illinois, a game in 
which he lined up for a personal-best 21 plays on defense ... recorded 
three tackles on the season plus a pass break-up and a forced fumble. 
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More on Damon: Webb, the second to commit to this Ohio State class 
of 2014, was one of the top players coming out of the state of Michigan 
— he was a 2013 Associated Press Division I-ll all-state pick and the 
state co-player of the year — and was a consensus four-star prospect 

... he also was considered one of the Top 50 players nationally, with a 
ranking of No. 40 overall by Rivals with Scout (No. 42) and 247Sports 
No. 43) concurring and ESPN rating Webb No. 58 on its ESPN 300... 

at cornerback, he was ranked as the No. 5 prospect nationally by both 
Rivals and 247Sports, No. 6 by Scout and No. 8 by ESPN ... selected 

as the No. 2 player in the state by the Detroit News Blue Chip recruit 
ranking following his senior season ... also named the top defensive 
back in the nation at the U.S. Army All-America awards banquet ... 
helped Cass Tech, coached by Thomas Wilcher, to the Detroit Public 
School League city title and to a state semifinal appearance in 2013 
with seven interceptions, 10 pass breakups, four forced fumbles and 42 
ackles ... had two punt return touchdowns and seven receiving TDs ... 
as a junior in 2012 helped Cass Tech win a second consecutive state title 
... transferred to Cass Tech from U-D Jesuit after his sophomore season 
... first Cass Tech player to sign with Ohio State since Vernon Gholston in 
2004 ... is the son of Stephanie and Damon Webb Sr.

Overview: Mike Weber red-shirted the 2015 season as a true freshman 
... he came through the 2016 spring drills in an even battle with fifth-year 
senior Bri’onte Dunn for the starting running back position that opened 
up when No. 4 overall pick of the 2016 NFL Draft Ezekiel Elliott elected 
to turn pro after his junior year ... Weber came to Ohio State a consensus 
4-star prospect who rushed for 2,268 yards and 29 touchdowns as a 
senior in 2014 despite missing three games for coach Thomas Wilcher’s 
state semifinalist squad ... Weber was so good — he averaged 10.1 yards 
per carry — that Wilcher called him the best back in the Detroit Public 
School League in the last 30 years ... was considered a Top 100 player 
nationally, with high overall rankings of No. 69 by Scout, No. 71 by Rivals, 
No. 80 by 247Sports and with a 140 rank on the ESPN 300 ... considered 
the No. 1 player in the state of Michigan (Scout) and considered a Top 

10 running back nationally by Rivals (No. 8), Scout (No. 9) and 247Sports 
(No. 9) ... a first-team Associated Press all-state honoree as a senior and 
was twice named the Proud Strong Learner of the Week in the DPSL ... 
rushed for a state record 404 yards and five touchdowns in a regional 
championship win over Clinton Township Chippewa Valley ... rushed for 
890 yards and 13 touchdowns in Cass Tech’s four-game run through the 
state playoffs in 2014 ... a finalist for the Michigan state player of the 
year award and a co-recipient of the Detroit player of the year award ... 
a U.S. Army All-American ... parents are Toni and Mike Weber Sr.

7,999 yards rushing and averaged 178.8 yards per game for his career 
with 81 touchdowns scored ... he had three consecutive 2,000-yard 
seasons (2,150 as a senior; 2,267 as a junior; and 2,170 as a sophomore) 
and he had at least one 80-plus yard run all four years on varsity ... he 
was rated as the No. 5 running back prospect nationally by Rivals and 
No. 6 by 247Sports ... ESPN had Williams ranked No. 10 among running 
backs ... he helped coach Scott Crisco’s Comets to an 8-4 season as a 
senior ... is the son of Renea and Keith Williams.

Ohio State Overview: Super-quick H-back Dontre Wilson is the most 
experienced skill position player on the roster, with 33 games played 
over the past three seasons ... he has accumulated 2,277 all-purpose 
yards to also rank first among skill players (excluding quarterback J.T. 
Barrett) and his 50 receptions for 573 yards are also tops on the team 
... he also has the most kickoff return yards — 1,218 to rank fifth all-time 
at Ohio State — and has 136 punt return yards, figures that have helped 
him to be positioned on the watch list for the Paul Hornung Award this 
season ... Wilson injured a foot during the 2014 Michigan State game 
and has had some nagging issues at times since then, but he sprinted 
with the Ohio State track team this winter and spring and appears set for 
a big senior campaign ... a three-year Varsity O letterwinner, Wilson is 
majoring in criminology. 


2015 Season (Junior): Wilson played in nine games and started vs. 
Western Michigan, his sixth career start ... he caught nine passes for 63 
yards, with all of those stats coming in a four-game stretch before he 
missed most of the next four games due to injury ... he also averaged 
23.9 yards off seven kickoff returns. 


2014 Season (Sophomore): Wilson played extensively in the first nine 
games of the season, making three starts (vs. Virginia Tech, Cincinnati 
and Maryland), and catching 21 passes for an even 300 yards with three 
scores ... he was also averaging 5.6 yards per carry with 100 yards 
off 18 rushes, but a foot injury in the win at Michigan State ended hi 
season except for three plays in the national championship game vs. 
Oregon ... caught personal-bests of six passes for 71 yards in the win 
over Cincinnati ... had a career-long 40-yard reception vs. Virginia Tech 
... scored touchdowns vs. Cincinnati (24 yards), (27 yards from Cardale 
Jones), and Michigan State (7 yards early in the fourth quarter to extend 
a 35-24 lead to 41-24).

2013 Season (Freshman): Wilson played in all 14 games as a true 
freshman and started twice, vs. Purdue and Illinois ... he ranked fourth 
on the team behind Carlos Hyde, Braxton Miller and Corey Brown with 
983 all-purpose yards ... he rushed for 250 yards and 8.1 yards per 
carry with one touchdown (7 yards vs. San Diego State) ... he caught 22 
passes for 210 yards and two scores (26 yards vs. Penn State and 24 vs. 
Indiana) ... and he led the team with 523 kickoff return yards (24.9 avg.) 
with a long of 51 vs. Buffalo ... he produced five games with three-or- 
more receptions, including a high of four vs. Purdue. 


More on Dontre: Wilson announced Feb. 4 live on Dallas’ KDFW TV4 
that he would accept his Ohio State scholarship offer and become a 
Buckeye ... Wilson was the No. 5 player in Texas and considered one 

of the Top 100 players in the nation and a consensus four-star prospect 
(ESPN, Scout, Rivals, 247Sports) ... rated as the No. 5 all-purpose back 
by Rivals ... ranked overall as high as No. 50 and the nation’s No. 10 
running back (by Scout) ... also rated No. 55 on the ESPN 150 and No. 
100 on the Rivals 250 ... led DeSoto, coached by Claude Mathis, to the 
Texas Class 5A Division | state semifinals as a senior by rushing for 1,895 
yards and 37 touchdowns and catching 37 passes for 750 yards and nine 
scores ... DeSoto finished 14-1 on the season ... Wilson finished his high 
school career with over 3,200 rushing yards, 1,200 receiving yards and 
81 touchdowns ... he is the son of Don Wilson.

he has been credited with 28 tackles, including 21 solo stops ... a fourth- 
year junior, Worley is majoring in communications. 


2015 Season (Sophomore): Worley played in 12 games for the 12-1, 
Fiesta-Bowl champion Buckeyes ... he was in on 17 tackles, including 
1.5 tackles for losses totaling four yards ... he registered his first 
quarterback sack in the win over Penn State ... tied his personal bests 
with five tackles and four solo tackles in the win over Michigan. 


2014 Season (Freshman): Worley played in 14 of 15 games for the 
College Football Playoff national champions and earned his first Varsity 
O letter ... he earned a start in the first game he ever played in — the 
season opener vs. Navy — and played 52 snaps on defense while 
recording his personal best five tackles, four of those solo stops ... he 
finished the season with 11 tackles with eight of those solos, and he also 
contributed on special teams in each of the games he played. 


More on Chris: Worley was one of the final prospects in the Class of 
2013 to commit to attending Ohio State, doing so on Jan. 11 ... a special 
mention Associated Press all-state pick as a senior, Worley led Glenville, 
coached by Ted Ginn, to an 8-2 record his senior season by recording 
89 tackles with nine sacks, five interception returns for touchdowns and 
five forced fumbles ... for his career he had 161 tackles, 13 sacks, eight 
interceptions and seven forced fumbles ... a Top 25 senior prospect in 
Ohio (No. 20 by 247Sports and No. 25 by ESPN) ... Worley extended 
a streak of Glenville Tarblooders signing NLIs with Ohio State to 12 
consecutive years ... 22 Tarblooders have become Buckeyes since 
2002, including five current members of the team and past greats like 
Super Bowl players Donte Whitner and Ted Ginn and 2006 Heisman 
Trophy winner Troy Smith ... Worley is the son of Michelle Bandy and 
Chris Worley, Sr. ... he has two older sisters, Chrishelle and Christine, an 
older brother, Eric Smith, and a younger brother, Cahlied.

Football becomes a varsity sport 
and Alexander Lilley is the first 
head coach. 


The Buckeyes notch a 9-0-1 
record, their first unbeaten 
season. 


Football crowds and support 
grow at an alarming rate. 
Columbus newspapers begin 
devoting more space to football 
and most importantly, for the first 
time after 12 seasons of football, 
the sport turned a modest profit 
for the ever-struggling university 
athletic association. 


Coaching hero John Eckstorm 
shocks the university community, 
announcing his resignation as 
head football coach after three 
seasons and a 22-4-3 record. 
Perry Hale, a star player at Yale, 
takes over as coach. 


E.R. Sweetland became the 
school’s first year-round football 
coach. Expectations were high 
for the 1904 team, driving the 
athletic association to purchase 
1,500 additional bleacher 

seats to be installed on the 
east side of University Field. 
Unfortunately, the team and the 
expected crowds fell way short 
of all expectations. Ohio State 
won just six times in 11 tries. 
Ticket prices ranged from 25 
cents to a dollar for “deluxe” 
games with Michigan and the 
Carlisle Indians. 
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Chillicothe native and former 
Michigan player Al Herrnstein 
takes over as head coach. 
Herrnstein, who coached 

at Purdue in 1905, was 
instrumental in proving a 
non-Eastern coach could be 
successful in college football. 


The construction of new 
bleachers increases the capacity 
of Ohio Field to 10,000. Football 
season tickets are sold for $2.50. 
Howard Jones, an All-American 
from Yale, is named head coach. 


On the recommendation of 
Howard Jones, the athletic 
board hires Harry Vaughn, also 
from Yale, as head football 
coach. Vaughn shows little 
interest in coaching and resigns 
after leading Ohio State to a 
5-3-2 season. 


The athletic board, growing 
tired of the constant turnover, 
decides to try a new approach 
and make the head football 
coach also serve as the director 
of athletics. Weary of choosing 
Eastern coaches, the board 
hired John Richards, a former 
Wisconsin coach, to assume 
both roles. The strategy 
backfires, as Richards goes 6-3 
and resigns after one season. 
With five minutes remaining in 
the Penn State game and OSU 
trailing 37-0, Richards took the 
Buckeyes off the field because of 
alleged rough play and PSU was 
awarded a 1-0 win. Ohio State 
joins the Western Conference, 
which later became the Big Ten, 
but could not compete in the 
conference in football until 1913. 


Only after Carl Rothgeb of 
Colorado College declined 

to accept the position, John 
W. Wilce, a former three 
sport star at Wisconsin, was 
named head football coach 

at Ohio State. Wilce went on 
0 a storied 16-year career at 
OSU, leading the school to 
hree Big Ten championships. 
The Buckeyes made their 
ootball debut in the Western 
Conference, creating a wave of 
electric enthusiasm throughout 
Columbus. Ohio Field’s capacity 
had been increased to 14,000 
in anticipation of joining the 
conference. Ohio State collected 
its first league win Nov. 13 with a 
58-0 trouncing of Northwestern. 


Ohio State produced its first 
All-American, end Boyd Cherry, 
and went 5-2. Interest in football 
at the school continued to 
skyrocket. 


Varsity manager William A. 
Dougherty wrote the fight song 
“Across the Field.” The song was 
dedicated to Coach John Wilce 
and was first performed at the 
Illinois game (Oct. 16, 1915). 


Ohio State went a perfect 7-0 
and captured its first Western 
Conference title — sort of. 
For a reason still unknown, 
the conference did no 
officially recognize football 
championships in those days. 
Highlights of the championship 
season included a school record 
128-0 win over Oberlin, the first 
win over Wisconsin (14-13), and a 
season-ending 23-3 victory over 
Northwestern that decided the 
conference championship. Chic 
Harley earned the first of what 
would become three All-America 
awards. He was OSU's first 
three-time All-American and one 
of only eight in school history.

A powerful Ohio State team 
finished 8-0-1, capturing its 
second-consecutive Western 
Conference championship. 
Strangely enough, two 
postseason games were 

played that year. Ohio State 
tied Auburn, 0-0, ina game 
played in Montgomery, Ala., to 
benefit the Ohio National Guard 
training in the South. Another 
game not originally on the 
schedule was played the next 
weekend, as Ohio State rolled 
over Camp Sherman, a team 
from Chillicothe. Chic Harley 
earned All-America honors for 
the second consecutive season, 
and more importantly, became 
the talk of the Midwest. Fans 
turned out in record numbers 
to see Harley, one of the most 
versatile players in the country. 
The legendary Walter Camp, who 
selected the only official college 
All-America team in those 

days, made a personal visit to 
Columbus to watch Harley play. 


1919 

Ohio State defeated Michigan 
for the first time, 13-3, and 
outscored its opponents 176-12 
for the year on its way to a 6-1 
season. The admittance of Ohio 
State to the Western Conference 
and the dramatic success of the 
football team under Coach Wilce 
magnified the inadequacy of 
Ohio Field. 


1920 

A landmark year for Ohio State 
ootball. Professor Thomas E. 
French, a member of the athletic 
board, and Director of Athletics 
Lynn Wilbur St. John decided it 
was time to take advantage of 
he soaring interest in Ohio State 
ootball. An extensive stadium 
campaign was launched in 

he fall, with hopes of building 
a new football facility. The 
campaign opened Oct. 18, 

920, with a goal of reaching 
$600,000, a figure considered 
unrealistic by many. By Nov. 26, 
1920, over $923,000 had been 
pledged. With the campaign in 
ull force, coach Wilce’s team 
kept interest levels high by 
inishing the regular season 7-0 
and capturing the school’s third 
Western Conference title. The 
undefeated season drove Ohio 
State football into the national 
spotlight and caught the eye 

of the Tournament of Roses 
Association in Pasadena, Calif. 
At the conclusion of the regular 
season, Ohio State received an 


invitation to play in the Rose 
Bowl against California Jan. 1, 
1921. After heated discussions 
between members of the athletic 
board and St. John, the football 
team was granted permission to 
play in the game. 


1921 
The fact Ohio State went 5-2 and 
collected its third-consecutive 
win over Michigan was dwarfed 
by the construction occurring just 
a few blocks from Ohio Field in 
1921. On Aug. 3, Ohio Governor 
Harry Davis joined a crowd of 
over 2,500 to officially break 
ground on the new stadium. The 
massive project was scheduled 
to take only 14 months and 
originally was to be completed 
at a cost of $1,341,017. After 
speculation the new stadium 
would seat about 35,000, it was 
officially announced it would 
actually seat over 60,000, a 
figure that drew harsh criticism 
from many. Upon completion, 
the final cost of the stadium 
exceeded $1,500,000. More than 
$1,000,000 of that cost had been 
pledged by proud and dedicated 
Ohio State football fans. 


1922 
Those that cited concerns 

of Ohio Stadium being too 

large looked on in awe as the 
stadium was dedicated prior 

to the Michigan game Oct. 21. 
Temporary stands were erected 
in the south end of the stadium, 
and a crowd of 72,500 was 
estimated. The dedication game 
against the Wolverines was 
actually the third game played 
in Ohio Stadium. Ohio State 
christened its new home with 

a 5-0 win over Ohio Wesleyan

in front of 25,000 people. OSU 
won the first two games in Ohio 
Stadium, but finished the season 
with a disappointing 3-4 mark. 


1928 

LW. St. John announces all 
stadium debt has been paid, 

a remarkable achievement 
considering the facility had been 
standing for only eight short 
years. Coach Wilce announces 
his resignation, to take effect 

in June, 1929, citing the desire 
to enter the private practice 

of medicine. After capturing 
three Western Conference 
championships and producing 14 
All-Americans, Wilce left football 
and did postgraduate research 
at Harvard and Columbia before 
becoming the Director of the 
Ohio State University Student 
Health Services in 1934. 


1929 

Sam Willaman, an assistant on 
Wilce’s staff and a 1913 Ohio 
State graduate, was named the 
13th head coach in the history of 
Ohio State football. He led the 
team to a 4-3-1 finish in his first 
season. 


1930 

Wes Fesler becomes only the 
second three-time All-American 
in Ohio State history, captaining 
the Buckeyes and leading them 
to a 5-2-1 record. He also is 

the first recorded winner of the 
team’s Most Valuable Player 
Award. Fesler, one of the 
school’s top all-time all-around 
athletes, earned nine total varsity 
letters — three each in football, 
basketball and baseball. 


1933 

Fueled by an incredible defense, 
Ohio State finished 7-1, dropping 
only a 14-0 decision to Michigan. 
The Buckeyes allowed only 26 
points the entire season, while 
scoring 161. 


1934 

Francis Schmidt is named the 
head football coach at Ohio 
State, ushering in not only a 
new era but also a new style 

of football. With an offensive 
scheme dubbed “razzle-dazzle” 
by the press and featuring 
double and triple reverses, 
laterals, and passes, Schmidt’s 
inaugural team scored 267 
points — the second most 

in OSU history at that point. 
Schmidt’s off-the-field antics 
were just as colorful as his 
on-field plays, making him an 
instant hit with the community. 
After accepting the coaching 
position, he was asked how 

he expected to cope with the 
OSU nemesis from Ann Arbor. 
Dressed in his inevitable bow 
ie, his matter-of-fact answer 
developed into a cliché: “1 
put their pants on one leg at a 
ime same as everybody else.” 
Schmidt’s comment leads to the 
ormation of the “Gold Pants 
Club,” which awarded miniature 
gold football pants to all players 
who had a hand in a victory over 
he Wolverines. The tradition of 
an annual Captain’s Breakfast, 
where all former grid captains 
are invited to a breakfast and 
welcome the current team 
captains, also began. 


1935 

Ohio State collected its second- 
consecutive 7-1 season under 
Schmidt, claiming the school’s 
first Big Ten title in 14 years. 

The Buckeyes capped the year 
with a 38-0 season-ending win 
over Michigan. That season 
finale launched the now famous 
season-ending rivalry. Since 
then, Ohio State has ended its 
regular-season schedule with 

a battle against the Wolverines 
every year but one. Also in 1935, 
Ohio State and Notre Dame play 
what was hailed as the “greatest 
college game ever played,” for 
many years after. The Buckeyes 
held a 13-0 lead entering the 
fourth quarter, but Notre Dame 
scored three times in the final 
stanza — twice in the last two 
minutes — for an 18-13 win. 


1936 

The Ohio State Marching Band 
performed “Script Ohio” for the 
first time at the Pittsburgh game 
(Oct. 10, 1936). OSU dropped its 
Big Ten opener to Northwestern, 
14-13, but steamrolled through its 
remaining conference schedule 
with four shutouts in four games. 


1941 

After a dominant high school 
coaching career in Massillon, 
Ohio, Paul Brown was named 
Ohio State’s 15th head coach. An 
incredibly organized, meticulous 
man, Brown led Ohio State to a 
6-1-1 mark in his debut season. 
He also earned OSU’s first West 
Coast win, a 33-0 trouncing 

at Southern California in only 
Brown’s second collegiate game. 
The season ended with a 20-all 
tie at Michigan. 


1942 

Though World War II loomed 
over the nation, Ohio State 
ootball fans reveled in one of the 
most glorious seasons ever. The 
Buckeyes captured the school’s 
irst national championship as 
well as a Big Ten title, finishing 
he year 9-1 and ranked No. 1 

in the Associated Press poll. 

Led by a star-studded backfield 
hat included Les Horvath, Paul 
Sarringhaus and Gene Fekete, 
OSU rolled to 337 points, a 
record that stood until 1969. 
The only loss of the season, a 
17-7 decision at Wisconsin, even 
had an asterisk. Several key 
players and coaches caught a 
debilitating virus from a drinking 
fountain on the train from 
Chicago to Madison. 
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1943 

With a game apparently ending 
in a 26-all tie, Ohio State and 
Illinois left the field. But the 
‘eams were called back 20 
minutes later when it was 
discovered the Illini were called 
or a penalty on the Buckeyes’ 
inal play. With little of the crowd 
remaining, John Stungis kicked 
a 27-yard field goal — the first of 
his career — for a 29-26 OSU win. 
Coach Paul Brown, a Lieutenent 
Junior-Grade, left Ohio State for 
he Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station in April of 1944. 


1944 

Carroll Widdoes, an assistant of 
Paul Brown’s at Massillon and 
Ohio State, was named acting 
head coach. In his first season, 
the Buckeyes finish 9-0 and 
claim the Big Ten championship, 
but finish No. 2 in the Associated 
Press poll, behind Army. OSU 
fans claim an unofficial “civilian 
national championship.” Les 
Horvath became the school’s 
first Heisman Trophy winner. 
Ohio State received an invitation 
to the Rose Bowl, but faculty 
representatives from around the 
Big Ten disallow the trip. 


1946 

In one of the program’s more 
unique coaching moves, 
offensive coordinator Paul 
Bixler and head coach Carroll 
Widdoes switched roles prior to 
the season. Warren Amling earns 
All-America honors at tackle, 
just a year after being named 
an All-America guard. Following 
the season, Bixler turns in his 
resignation. 


1947 

In the same meeting Bixler 
announces his intentions to 
resign, L. W. St. John proposes to 
the athletic board that Wes Fesler 
be the next head coach at Ohio 
State. The board concurs, and 
Fesler, a three-time All-American 
at Ohio State in the 1930s, 
becomes the program’s fifth head 
coach in eight years. In one of 


the stranger games during the 
1900s, Ohio State was afforded 
three plays after time had 
expired because of Northwestern 
penalties and came away with a 
7-6 victory in Ohio Stadium. 


1949 

Ohio State captures a share of 
the Big Ten championship and 
collects its first Rose Bowl win, 
beating California, 17-14. 


1950 

Vic Janowicz puts on arguably 
the greatest individual display in 
college football history against 
lowa. He sent two kickoffs out 
of the endzone for touchbacks, 
recovered two fumbles on 
defense, scored on an 11-yard 
touchdown run, returned a punt 
61 yards for a touchdown, threw 
a 12-yard scoring strike, and 
kicked three extra points — all 

in the first five minutes of the 
game. The famous “Snow Bowl” 
game with Michigan was played 
in late November. Somehow, 
between the swirling winds 

and zero visibility, Janowicz 
boots a 27-yard field goal in 
what would later be called 

one of the “Greatest Feats in 
American Sports” by a panel 

of sportswriters. To no one’s 
surprise, Janowicz wins the 
Heisman Trophy. On Dec. 

9, Fesler submits a lengthy 
resignation statement. 


1951 

After a highly-scrutinized 
selection process, Wayne 
Woodrow “Woody” Hayes 
begins his 28-year tenure as 
head coach. A tireless worker, 
meticulous planner, and a 
Lieutenent Commander in 

the Navy, Hayes led his initial 
Buckeye team, which struggled 
to adjust to his T-formation style, 
to a 4-3-2 finish. Many thought 
Hayes’ days at Ohio State were 
numbered. They were wrong. 
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1954 

Ohio State claims its second 
national championship with a 
perfect 10-0 season, beating 
Southern Cal, 20-7, in a rainy, 
mud-soaked Rose Bowl game. 
The rift between West Coast 
writers and Hayes is born when 
the OSU coach criticizes the 
Tournament of Roses Association 
for not covering the field before 
the game and allowing the bands 
to perform at halftime. 


1955 

Ohio State uses a 17-0 

blanking of Michigan to claim 
its second-consecutive Big 

Ten championship. Howard 
“Hopalong” Cassady becomes 
Ohio State’s third Heisman 
Trophy winner. During the 
season, Hayes voices his 
displeasure over the fact several 
other football conferences had 
started awarding scholarships 
student-athletes, but the Big 
n had failed to follow suit. 
After a series of meetings and 
heated debates, the conference 
adopts a complicated grant-in- 
aid program based on financial 
need, marking the first form of 
thletics scholarship available at 
Ohio State. 
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1956 

Ohio State sets a Big Ten record 
with 17 consecutive victories, 
breaking Michigan’s previous 
mark of 15. Offensive guard Jim 
Parker became the first OSU 
player to win the Outland Trophy. 


1957 

After dropping the season 
opener, the Buckeyes win 
nine-consecutive games to 
capture the school’s third 
national championship — the 
second under Hayes. OSU 
knocked off Oregon 10-7 in 
the Rose Bowl for its third 
consecutive win in Pasadena. 


1961 

Ohio State finishes 8-0-1, defeats 
Michigan, 50-20, wins the Big 
Ten and is named national 
champions by the Football 
Writers. A bitter dispute among 
the school’s faculty council 
erupted when a Rose Bowl 
invitation arrived. By a narrow 
margin, the council voted not to 
accept the invitation and skip 
the bowl game. A livid Hayes 
claimed for years the decision 
hampered his recruiting efforts. 


1963 

Ohio State defeated Michigan 

in Ann Arbor, 14-10, marking the 
fourth consecutive Buckeye win 
over the Wolverines. The game 
was delayed a week as the nation 
mourned the death of President 
John F. Kennedy. The attendance 
of 36,424 was the smallest at 
Michigan Stadium in 20 years. 


1966 

Billy Ray Anders, a true walk-on 
who did not play high school 
football, set an OSU record with 
55 receptions. The record would 
stand until Cris Carter’s arrival 

in 1985. 


1968 

Arguably the finest Ohio 

State team in history uses a 
dominating 50-14 win over 
Michigan and a 27-16 come-from- 
behind victory over Southern 
California in the Rose Bowl to 
earn the school’s fifth national 
championship. Before the final 
polls crowning the Buckeyes 
champions are released, Coach 
Hayes departs for Vietnam for 
a volunteer trip to talk football 
with U.S. servicemen. Later, the 
Sporting News called this team 
one of the 10 greatest college 
football teams of all-time. 


1969 

A squad Coach Hayes called “the 
best team we ever put together, 
probably the best team that ever 
played college football,” rolled 
easily to a 9-0 record, but a 
season-ending loss to Michigan 
ended OSU’s 22-game unbeaten 
streak and bid for a second 
consecutive national title. 


1970 

Jim Stillwagon wins both the 
Outland and the first Lombardi 
Award. Ohio State rolls to nine 
consecutive wins — including 

a 20-9 triumph over Michigan 
that has been called one of the 
most emotional games in Ohio 
Stadium history — before falling 
to Stanford in the Rose Bowl. 
Ohio State still was awarded a 
national championship by the 
National Football Foundation. 
A senior class featuring six 
All-Americans and nine all-Big 
Ten selections leaves OSU with a 
three-year mark of 27-2. 


1972 

Freshmen are cleared to play 
for the first time, signaling the 
start of the Archie Griffin era. 
Against the better judgment of 
Coach Hayes but after strong 


urging from back 
Rudy Hubbard, G 


ield coach 
riffin comes off 


the bench against North Carolina 


and rushes for a 
record 239 yards 


hen-Ohio State 
in only his 


second collegiate appearance. 
OSU uses two goal-line stands 
— one in each half — to beat 
Michigan, 14-11, and claim a 
share of the Big Ten title and a 
trip to the Rose Bowl. 


1973 
Ohio State goes unbeaten, 
inishing 10-0-1 including a 
42-21 trouncing of USC in the 
Rose Bowl. OSU becomes the 
irst school to own three of 

he Top 5 vote-getters in the 
Heisman Trophy balloting. With 
ive Big Ten titles, two national 
championships, and four Rose 
Bowl trips all in a six-year span, 
Ohio State football popularity 
hits an all-time high. Columbus 
becomes known as the “Capital 
of College Football.” 


1974 
On June 5, Coach Hayes suffers 
a heart attack, but pledges to 
return by OSU’s opener Sept. 
14. The fiery coach, who by this 
point had become larger-than- 
life in Columbus, did return and 
led OSU to its third consecutive 
Big Ten championship and yet 
another Rose Bowl. Archie 
Griffin won the Heisman Trophy, 
becoming the fifth non-senior to 
win the award. 


1975 

Hayes gives West Coast 
reporters a now famous quote 
about Archie Griffin: “He’s a 
better young man than he is 

a football player, and he’s the 
best football player I’ve ever 
seen.” Griffin becomes the first 
and 41 years later still only) 
wo-time winner of the Heisman 
Trophy, leading the Buckeyes to 
heir conference-record fourth 
consecutive Rose Bowl. He also 
becomes the NCAA's all-time 
eading rusher in a midseason 
game against Purdue. 


1976 

Just one year after the Big 

Ten changes the rule to 

allow more than just the 
conference champion to attend 
a bowl game, the Buckeyes 
notch a share of the Big 

Ten championship and beat 
Colorado, 27-10, in the Orange 
Bowl. 


1979 

Former Ohio State player and 
assistant coach Earle Bruce 

is named head coach. The 
Buckeyes finish the regular 
season 11-0 and come within a 
point of a national championship, 
falling 17-16 to Southern 
California in the Rose Bowl. 
Bruce is named the Big Ten and 
national coach of the year in his 
first season. 


1981 

The Buckeyes capture their 
second Big Ten championship 
in three years under Bruce and 
top Navy in the Liberty Bowl. Art 
Schlichter completed 31 of 52 
passes for 458 yards — all OSU 
records — against the Florida 
State Seminoles. 


1984 

After a five-year absence, Ohio 
State returns to the Rose Bowl 
with an undisputed Big Ten 
championship. Chris Spielman 
makes his debut a memorable 
one in the season opener 
against Oregon State, making 
10 tackles in the second half 
after coming off the bench. 
Keith Byars rushes for a then 
school-record 274 yards and 
scored five touchdowns in a 
45-38 win over Illinois. Byars’ 
memorable day also included a 
67-yard touchdown run where he 
lost one shoe 35 yards from the 
goal line. 
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1985 

The first night game in Ohio 
Stadium history — thanks to 
portable light standards — 

ends in a 10-7 Ohio State win 
over Pittsburgh. Flanker Mike 
Lanese becomes the first OSU 
football player to win a Rhodes 
Scholarship. A preseason foot 
injury to Heisman Trophy favorite 
Keith Byars dampens Ohio 
State’s hopes for a championship 
season. 


1987 

Linebacker Chris Spielman wins 
he Lombardi Award and the 
season - and nine-year coaching 
run for Earle Bruce - ends with a 
hrilling 23-20 win at Michigan. 
College football fans everywhere 
mourn the death of Woody 
Hayes. President Richard Nixon, 
joined by a crowd of over 10,000, 
speaks at Hayes’ memorial 
service. 


1988 

John Cooper, then head coach 
at Arizona State, was named 
the school’s 21st head football 
coach after an intense search 
conducted by new Director of 
Athletics Jim Jones. 
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1989 

Ohio State celebrates its 100th 
season of intercollegiate football. 
The Buckeyes overcome a 31-0 
deficit to win 41-37 at Minnesota, 
equaling the largest comeback 
in NCAA history. OSU competes 
in the Hall of Fame Bowl, its 

10th different postseason bowl 
appearance. 


1990 

Natural grass returns to Ohio 
Stadium. Robert Smith gains 1,126 
yards to break Archie Griffin's 
OSU freshman rushing record. 


1991 

Thanks to 5,000 new bleacher 
seats, home total (654,500), 
average home (90,500) and 
single game (95,357 vs. lowa) 
attendance records fall. 


1993 

OSU records its best record since 
1979 by going 10-1-1, capturing 

a share of the Big Ten title and 
winning the Holiday Bowl. 


1994 

The Buckeyes defeat Michigan 
22-6, ending a six-game winless 
streak against the Wolverines. 


1995 

Ohio State dominated college 
football's individual awards. 
Eddie George becomes OSU’s 
sixth Heisman Trophy winner. 
Orlando Pace becomes the first 
sophomore to win the Lombardi 
Award, and Terry Glenn wins the 
Biletnikoff Award. The Buckeyes 
tie a school record with 11 wins 
and play in the Citrus Bowl. 

OSU sets a school record with 
475 points scored. A then Ohio 
Stadium record crowd of 95,537 
is on hand for Ohio State’s 45-26 
win over Notre Dame. 


1996 

The Buckeyes win their 27th 
Big Ten title and defeat Arizona 
State in the Rose Bowl, winding 
up No. 2 in both national polls. 
Orlando Pace repeats as the 
Lombardi Award winner and 
wins the Outland Trophy. It marks 
the fourth consecutive season 
Ohio State has finished among 
the nation’s Top 10 in one of the 
major polls. 


1998 
Ohio State notched its fourth- 
consecutive 10-win season. The 
Buckeyes spend 10 weeks as 
the No. 1 team in the Associated 
Press Poll and cap the season 
with a 24-14 win over Texas A&M 
in the Sugar Bowl. Joe Germaine 
wins the Chicago Tribune’s 
Silver Football Award as the Big 
Ten’s Most Valuable Player, and 
the Buckeyes go a perfect 5-0 
against teams ranked in the Top 
25. Antoine Winfield wins the 
Thorpe Award. 


1999 

Athletics Director Andy Geiger 
announces the retirement of 
Archie Griffin's No. 45 at the 
Sept. 30 lowa game. It is the first 
number retired in any sport in 
Ohio State history. 


2000 

The jersey numbers of former 
Heisman Trophy winners Vic 
Janowicz (31) and Howard 
“Hopalong” Cassady (40) are 
retired at home games against 
Penn State and Michigan, 
respectively. Following the 8-4 
season that included season- 
ending losses to Michigan and 
South Carolina in the Outback 
Bowl, former OSU assistant Jim 
Tressel is named to replace John 
Cooper as head coach of the 
Buckeyes. 


2001 

Jim Tressel becomes the 
Buckeyes’ 22nd head football 
coach. The jerseys of Les 
Horvath (22) and Eddie George 
(27), Ohio State’s first and most 
recent Heisman Trophy winners, 
respectively, are retired. The 
Buckeyes defeat Michigan in Ann 
Arbor, their first win there since 
1987. The three-year, $194 million 
stadium renovation is completed. 


2002 

Ohio State captures the school’s 
seventh national championship 
and the Big Ten’s first unanimous 
crown since 1968 by compiling 

a 14-0 record and defeating 
Miami in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl 
on Jan. 3. The 14 victories set 

an NCAA Division I-A record. 

The Buckeyes begin the season 
ranked 13th in the Associated 
Press Preseason Poll, but 
gradually work their way up 

to the No. 2 spot prior to their 
showdown with the previously 
unbeaten and top-ranked 
Hurricanes. Their 31-24 double- 
overtime victory over Miami 

is typical of a heart-pounding 
season in which they win five 
games by six points or less. 
Quarterback Craig Krenzel and 
two-way (flanker and cornerback) 
star Chris Gamble, share team 
MVP honors. Additionally, 
Krenzel is selected as the 
offensive MVP of the bowl game, 
while teammate Mike Doss is the 
defensive honoree. 
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2003 

The Buckeyes began the season 
by winning their first five games 
and extending their winning 
streak to 19 games — the second 
longest in school history at 

the time. A 17-10 setback at 
Wisconsin ended that streak. 
The Buckeyes also played the 
first ever overtime game in Ohio 
Stadium, a 44-38 triple overtime 
victory over visiting North 
Carolina State. It was the longest 
game in OSU history, lasting 

4 hours and 17 minutes from 
kickoff to final gun. OSU won its 
second consecutive BCS game 
with a 35-28 win over Kansas 
State in the Fiesta Bowl. 


2004 

Minus 14 players who had 

been taken in the NFL draft the 
previous April and 28 seniors 
overall, the youthful Buckeyes 
won their first three games, lost 
the next three and then won five 
of the last six, including wins 
over Michigan in the regular- 
season finale and Oklahoma 
State in the Alamo Bow! to finish 
at 8-4. The senior class had 

the satisfaction of being just 
the second class in Ohio State 
history to post winning records 
against Michigan (3-1) and in 
bowl play (3-1). Mike Nugent and 
junior A.J. Hawk are first-team 
All-Americans. Chic Harley, 

Ohio State's first three-time All- 
American, had his jersey retired. 


2005 
The Buckeyes captured a share 
of their 30th Big Ten title and 
closed the season with seven 
consecutive wins en route to a 
0-2 record. Coach Jim Tressel’s 
squad posted rare back-to-back 
wins over Michigan and Notre 
Dame, the latter in the Fiesta 
Bowl for the Buckeyes’ fourth 
consecutive bowl victory and 
hird BCS triumph in four years. 
Linebacker A. J. Hawk was a 
consensus All-America and won 
he Lombardi Award. Center 
Nick Mangold and safety Donte 
Whitner were also accorded 
irst-team All-America honors. 
Quarterback Troy Smith was the 
MVP of the Fiesta Bowl, where 
he accounted for 408 yards in 
otal offense. 
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2006 

The 2006 Buckeyes opened the 
season at No. 1in the polls and 
remained there throughout the 
regular season. Jim Tressel’s 
eam compiled a perfect 12-0 
regular season record and won 
he school’s first outright Big Ten 
itle since 1984. The Buckeyes 
defeated No. 2 Texas in Austin 
and No. 2 Michigan in Columbus, 
he latter a 42-39 shootout that 
will go down as one of the most 
hrilling games every played 

in the storied rivalry. After a 

oss to Florida in the National 
Championship game in Arizona, 
he Buckeyes wound up No. 2 in 
he final polls. Individually, the 
story of the season was senior 
quarterback Troy Smith, who 
hrew for a school record 30 
ouchdowns, won unanimous 
All-America honors and became 
Ohio State’s seventh Heisman 
Trophy winner. On the defensive 
side of the ball, tackle Quinn 
Pitcock and linebacker James 
Laurinaitis both won All-America 
acclaim. Laurinaitis won the 
Nagurski Award as the best 
defensive player in the country. 
Anthony Gonzalez and Stan 
White Jr. both won first-team 
Academic All-American laurels. 


2007 

Picked third in the preseason 
Big Ten race, the young and 
offensively inexperienced 
Buckeyes went on to win another 
Big Ten outright title and finished 
the regular season with an 11-1 
mark, the only loss coming 

to Illinois. Ohio State, which 
moved to No. 1 in the polls by 
mid-October, finished with a 14-3 
win at Michigan; after a number 
of upsets across the nation 
during the next two weeks, the 
Buckeyes were No. 1in the BCS 
standings entering the bowl 
season. Ohio State went to play 
LSU in New Orleans, dropping a 
38-24 decision to finish ranked 
fourth. Junior James Laurinaitis, 
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the Butkus Award winner, was a 
finalist for five national awards. 
He and offensive tackle Kirk 
Barton earned first team All- 
America honors. Brian Robiskie 
was a first team Academic 
All-American, and six Buckeyes 
were first team all-conference. 
Coach Jim Tressel won his 200th 
career game with the victory 

at Washington. Bill Willis, the 
pioneering 1940s All-American, 
had his No. 99 jersey retired. 


2008 

Ohio State posted a fifth straight 
win over Michigan (42-7) for the 
first time in the storied rivalry. 
The Buckeyes also won a share 
of their fourth straight Big Ten 
title and played in their fourth 
consecutive BCS bowl, losing 
24-21 to heavily favored Texas in 
the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. James 
Laurinaitis won the Lott Trophy 
and the Lowe’s Senior CLASS 
Award, while Malcolm Jenkins 
was the winner of the Jim Thorpe 
Award; both were consensus 
All-Americans, Laurinaitis for the 
third time. Chris “Beanie” Wells, 
who rushed for 1,197 yards, was 
voted team MVP for a second 
year. 


2009 

Capturing their fifth straight 

Big Ten title, the 11-2 Buckeyes 
advanced to Pasadena for the 
first time in 12 years, defeating 
favored Oregon 26-17 behind the 
play of Rose Bowl MVP Terrelle 
Pryor. Winning the conference 
crown outright, Ohio State 
closed the regular season with 
wins over nationally ranked Penn 
State, league-leading lowa (in 
overtime) and at Michigan (21-10), 
the sixth consecutive victory over 
the Wolverines, an OSU record. 
All-America safety Kurt Coleman 
was voted team MVP. 


2010 

All wins from the 2010 football 
season were vacated by the 
NCAA Committee on Infractions. 
Ohio State, therefore, is not 
credited as being the first team 
in Big Ten history to win at least 
10 games in six consecutive 
seasons; with winning 12 of 

13 games in 2010, including 

the Sugar Bowl; with winning 

a sixth consecutive Big Ten 
championship; or with winning 
for the seventh consecutive 
season over rival Michigan. 


2012 

Coach Urban Meyer and the 
2012 Ohio State Buckeyes were 
not eligible to compete in the 
post-season, but that didn’t 
stop the program from doing 
everything else it possibly 
could. The Buckeyes posted 

a 12-0 record for just the sixth 
undefeated/untied season in 
school history and won the Big 
Ten Conference Leaders Division 
title. The Buckeyes went 8-0 in 
the Big Ten with wins over three 
Top 20 teams — at Michigan 
State, Nebraska and Michigan 
— plus another huge win over 
Wisconsin at difficult Camp 
Randall Stadium. Quarterback 
Braxton Miller was the Big Ten’s 
offensive player of the year and 
he finished fifth in the Heisman 
Trophy voting. Defensive end 
John Simon was the defensive 
player of the year. 


2013 

The 2013 Buckeyes extended 
he 12-game winning streak 

rom 2012 to a school-record 

24 consecutive games before a 
defeat in the Big Ten Conference 
championship game. School 
and Big Ten Conference records 
were set by the Buckeyes for 
rushing yards (4,321) and total 
offensive yards (7,167). 


2014 

Urban Meyer’s 2014 Ohio State 
Buckeyes captured the eighth 
national championship in 
school history to cap its 125th 
season of football. Led by eight 
senior starters, the Buckeyes 
won their final 13 games to 
win the first College Footbal 
Playoff national championship 
while tying the NCAA record 
for wins in a season with 14. 
The Buckeyes stayed perfec 
in Big Ten play under Meyer 
by winning all eight games 
to extend their conference 
record-winning streak to 24 
games. Then with Cardale 
Jones replacing the injured 
J.T. Barrett at quarterback, the 
Buckeyes beat Wisconsin, 59-0, 
to win the school’s 35th Big Ten 
Conference championship; a win 
so convincing the team earned 
one of four positions in the first 
College Football Playoff. In the 
CFP semifinals at the Allstate 
Sugar Bowl, Ohio State came 
back from a 21-6 deficit behind 
outstanding defense and 230 
rushing yards from Ezekiel 

Elliott to defeat No. 1 Alabama, 
42-35, and claim the Sugar 

Bowl championship and a date 
in the national championship 
game vs. No. 2 Oregon. And 11 
days later in the CFP National 
Championship game at Reliant 
Stadium in Arlington, Texas, 

the Ohio State defense was 
again dominant and Elliott 

led an offensive charge with 

246 rushing yards and four 
touchdowns in the 42-20 victory. 


2015 

Ohio State defeats Michigan a 
fourth consecutive time, 42-13 

in Ann Arbor, and then powers 
to a 44-28 win over Notre Dame 
in the Fiesta Bowl to cap a 12-1 
campaign. Ohio State’s seniors 
tie an NCAA FBS-record with 50 
victories and finish their careers 
with a 50-4 overall record. The 
seniors are also part of a school- 
record 24-game win streak, a 
second win streak of 20 games, 
an FBS-record 30 consecutive 
conference game winning streak 
and a four-year, undefeated 
record in road games (18-0).

Wayne Woodrow “Woody” Hayes was the heart 
and soul of Ohio State football for 28 seasons, 
between 1951-78. A worshipper of tough men, 
he preached self-reliance, education and that 
the more you give, the more you get in return. 
He took the Buckeyes to heights never before 
achieved in the school’s rich football history, 
and he touched countless lives along the 

way. While stalking the Ohio State sidelines, 
Hayes led the Buckeyes to five national 
championships (and narrowly missed four 
others), 13 Big Ten Conference championships 


and to eight Rose Bowls. A two-time national 
Coach of the Year, Hayes coached, taught 

and tutored 56 All-Americans, three Heisman 
Trophy winners and some of the greatest 
players ever to play college football: Hopalong 
Cassady, Jim Parker, Rex Kern, Jack Tatum, 
John Hicks, Randy Gradishar, Chris Ward and, 
of course Archie Griffin, the only two-time 
winner of the Heisman Memorial Trophy.

Paul Brown is considered by many to be the 
“father of the modern offense” and was highly 
acclaimed for his many ideas on planning 
and organization that changed the game of 
ootball. Under Brown, the Buckeyes went 18-8- 
and were known for their speed, intelligence 
and love of contact. In his first season at the 
helm at OSU, Brown went 6-1-1, tied for second 
place in the Western Conference and finished 
13th in the AP poll. The next year, 1942, despite 
ettermen to graduation or military service in 
World War Il, Brown led Ohio State to its first 
national championship. Following military 
service, Brown became the first head coach of 
he Cleveland Browns and also the Cincinnati 
Bengals. He won four AAFC championships 

and three NFL championships with the Browns, 
and was named professional coach of the year 
six times. Born in Norwalk, Ohio, Brown grew 
up in Massillon. He was inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 1967 and the Ohio 
State University Athletics Hall of Fame in 1991. 
He passed away in August, 1991, but forever 
left his influence on the game of football 
throughout Ohio and far beyond.

Ohio State graduate and former player 

Earle Bruce led Ohio State for nine seasons, 
compiling an 81-26-1 record that included a 
5-4 record vs. Michigan and a 5-3 record in 
bowl games. A former assistant coach under 
Woody Hayes, Bruce was fiery like his mentor 
and demanded nothing short of excellence 

on and off the playing field. His Buckeyes 
delivered, winning four Big Ten Conference 
championships, including in 1979 when Bruce 
won his first 11 games as coach and was named 
college football's national Coach of the Year. 
He also guided Ohio State to Big Ten titles in 
1981, an outright crown in 1984 and a return to 
the Rose Bowl, and in 1986. Bruce’s last game 
as Ohio State coach came on Nov. 21, 1987: a 
23-20 win at Michigan. The game also was the 
last at Ohio State for one graduate assistant 
coach: Urban Meyer...until 2012.

Explosive offenses, tons of points (and fun) and 
excellent defenses were the hallmarks of John 
Cooper’s 13 years as Ohio State head coach 
between 1988-2000. Cooper, the only coach 
to win Rose Bowls as coach of a Pac-10 school 
and a Big Ten school, won 111 games, three Big 
Ten Conference championships and the 1997 
Rose Bowl when his Buckeyes finished 11-1 and 
No. 2 in the nation. Cooper’s teams still own 
three of the top four single season passing 
totals in school history and two of the top four 
total offense totals. Ohio State finished in the 
Top 10 nationally five times under Cooper, 
including the 1998 team that joined the 1996 
team as No. 2 in the nation. Buckeyes won 

all the major awards during Cooper’s era, 
including the Heisman, Outland, Lombardi, 
Butkus, Thorpe and Biletnikoff awards. 
Additionally, 17 were first-round NFL draft picks, 
including Robert Smith, Dan Wilkinson, Eddie 
George, Orlando Pace and Shawn Springs.

Urban Meyer is 50-4 through his first four 
seasons as head coach at The Ohio State 
University ... an NCAA record number of 
wins for a four-year run at the Football Bowl 
Subdivision level. Meyer’s 2015 Buckeye 
senior class was the first Power 5 school to 
achieve the 50-win record, and this group 

of seniors was impressive across the board. 
Consider: they won a national championship 
and a Big Ten championship in 2014; they won 
a Big Ten Conference and national-record 

30 consecutive conference games; they set 
the school record with a 24-game winning 
streak plus had a second, 23-game winning 
streak; and they were unbeaten on the road 
at 18-0. These four seasons at Ohio State, on 
top of an equally impressive 10-year run as 
head coach at three previous schools, have 
allowed Meyer to build a resume that has him 
positioned among the best collegiate coaches 
ever. He has the highest winning percentage 
— .850 — among coaches with at least 10 
years of coaching experience at a four-year 
college, and he has the sixth-highest winning 
percentage all-time among all coaches — 
regardless of division — with at least 10 years 
of experience at a four-year school. Meyer’s 


teams are 154-27 in his 14 seasons as head 
coach with three national championships and 
an 11-victory per year pace that, if it continues, 
will position him with the most victories as an 
FBS head coach after his first 15 seasons and 
allow him to reach 200 victories faster than any 
other coach.

Jim Tressel was exactly right when he 
announced to the crowd at a basketball 

game in 2001 that it would be proud of the 
Buckeyes “...most especially in 310 days in 
Ann Arbor, Mich.” Tressel’s Buckeyes owned 
“that team up north,” winning all but one 
game, including an Ohio State-record six 
consecutive wins. His teams were among the 
finest in the nation during his tenure between 
2001-10. The Buckeyes captured the 2002 
national championship with a 14-0 season. The 
Buckeyes went to two additional BCS national 
championship games and won six Big Ten 
titles, including five consecutive at one point. 
Ohio State went to seven BCS bowl games 
and won 10 or more games seven times. Off 
the field, 133 Buckeyes earned their degrees 
and more were named Academic All-Big Ten 
than from any other team. Buckeyes also won 
all the national awards, including the Heisman 
Trophy (Troy Smith) and the Draddy Award (the 
academic Heisman; Craig Krenzel).

Woody Hayes famously said of Archie Griffin: 
“He’s a better young man than he is a football 
player and he’s the best football player I’ve 
ever seen.” It didn’t take long for Griffin’s 
greatness to emerge. He rushed for an Ohio 
State single-game record 239 yards against 
North Carolina in the second game of his 
freshman season (1972) and the following 
season he became the first Ohio State 
sophomore to rush for more than 1,000 yards 
(1,577) and he was named All-American and the 
Chicago Tribune’s Silver Football award winner 
as the Big Ten player of the year. 
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Griffin, from Columbus and Eastmoor High 
School, won his first Heisman Trophy as a junior 
in 1974 when he rushed for a school record 
1,695 yards and led the Buckeyes to a third of 
what would become a conference-record six 
consecutive Big Ten championships. He was 
also a unanimous All-American, the repeat Big 
Ten Silver Football award winner and the UPI 
and Walter Camp player of the year. Griffin, 
who graduated from Ohio State with a degree 
in industrial relations and received the NCAA's 
prestigious Top Five Award for combined 
excellence in athletics, academics and 
leadership, would go on to achieve legendary 
status in the world of college football as an 
Ohio State senior in 1975.

Archie Griffin achieved legendary status in 1975 
when he won his second Heisman Trophy. And, 
to this day, he is still the only two-time winner 
of the bronze statue that symbolizes the most 
outstanding player in college football. Griffin 
rushed for 1,450 yards as a senior in 1975 and, 
in addition to his second Heisman Trophy, 

he earned unanimous All-America honors 

and the UPI and Walter Camp player of the 
year awards. He closed his brilliant collegiate 
playing career with a then-NCAA-record 5,177 
yards rushing (excluding bowl game yards), 27 
ouchdowns and additional NCAA records for 
100-yard games (33) and consecutive 100-yard 
games (31). 


The next four decades would be full of 
achievement and accolades for the only player 
to ever start in four Rose Bowl Games and 
who was president and CEO of the Ohio State 
Alumni Association from 2004 to 2015. He was 
elected to the College Football Hall of Fame 

in 1986. In 2006 he was named one of the 
NCAA's “100 Most Influential Student-Athletes”. 
In 2011 he was the first recipient of the Big 
Ten’s Ford-Kinnick Leadership Award. In 2013 
he was named the Rose Bowl’s “All-Century” 
Player. Griffin's name, along with that of Red 
Grange, graces the Big Ten championship 
game MVP award. Ohio State retired his jersey 
number “45” Oct. 30, 1999.

Les Horvath made Ohio State history in 1944 

by becoming the school’s first Heisman Trophy 
winner. Playing both quarterback and halfback 
on offense and safety on defense, Horvath 

led the Buckeyes to a perfect 9-0 record 

and the Big Ten championship in 1944. In 
addition to leading the Big Ten in rushing with 
a conference-record 669 yards, and in total 
offense with 953 yards, the Parma, Ohio, native 
accounted for 1,248 all-purpose yards and was 
named the Big Ten’s MVP. Ironically, Horvath 
almost didn’t play in 1944. After helping the 
1942 Buckeyes to a 9-1 record and the school’s 
first national championship, Horvath entered 
dental school at Ohio State and did not play in 
1943. But when Coach Carroll Widdoes asked 
him to play in 1944, Horvath, who had an extra 
year because of wartime rules, agreed to 
return to the gridiron. 


Horvath went on to play professional football 
with the Los Angeles Rams and Cleveland 
Browns. Following his professional career, 

he returned to Los Angeles and practiced 
dentistry. Horvath, who died in November of 
1995, is a member of the College Football Hall 
of Fame (1969) and the Ohio State Athletics Hall 
of Fame (1977). His jersey number “22” was 
retired Oct. 6, 2001.

How good was Vic Janowicz? Good enough 

to win the 1950 Heisman Trophy as a junior on 
a team that posted a modest 6-3 record. And 
good enough that, to this day, most historians 
consider him among the greatest athletes 

ever to play football at Ohio State. Janowicz 
accounted for 16 touchdowns and 875 yards in 
total offense in 1950. The Elyria, Ohio, native 
also led the Buckeyes in scoring with 65 points. 
In an 83-21 win over lowa, he ran for two 
touchdowns, passed for four more and set a 
Big Ten record with 10 extra points. Perhaps 
even more remarkable was a 27-yard field goal 
against Michigan in the now famous 1950 Snow 
Bowl. The kick was into a driving snow storm 
with the goal post barely visible. Janowicz, who 
was a consensus All-American in 1950, also set 
two more records in the Snow Bowl, punting 21 
times for 685 yards. 


After graduation, Janowicz played two years 

of professional baseball with the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and a year of football with the 
Washington Redskins. A member of the College 
Football Hall of Fame (1976) and the Ohio State 
Athletics Hall of Fame (1977), Janowicz died in 
February of 1996. His jersey number, “31” was 
retired Sept. 23, 2000.

It didn’t take Ohio State fans long to realize 
Howard “Hopalong” Cassady was something 
special. In his first game, against Indiana in 
1952, he came off the bench to score three 
touchdowns and lead the Buckeyes to a 33-13 
victory. From then on, “Hop” was a regular 

in the OSU lineup, playing in 36 of 37 games 
and leading the Buckeyes to a record of 29-8 
during the next four years. In 1954, Cassady 
won unanimous All-America honors and helped 
the Buckeyes to a perfect 10-0 record and the 
irst of five national championships for Coach 
Woody Hayes. Cassady again won All-America 
acclaim in 1955, when he rushed for 958 yards 
and 15 touchdowns. He won the Heisman 
Troph — he was the first winner to exceed 
2,000 points in voting — and was named by 
the Associated Press as the 1955 Athlete of 
the Year. 
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Cassady finished his collegiate career with 
2,466 rushing yards and 37 touchdowns. After 
graduation, he was a first-round pick of the 
Detroit Lions. He also played for Cleveland 
and Philadelphia before retiring. Cassady, 
from Columbus, is a member of the Ohio State 
Athletics (1997), College Football (1979) and 
Columbus Baseball (2005) Halls of Fame. His 
jersey number “40” was retired Nov. 18, 2000.

Joey Bosa earned consensus All-America 
honors twice and also earned a Big Ten 
defensive player of the year award and two Big 
Ten defensive linemen of the year awards in his 
three seasons. He ranks in Ohio State’s all-time 
Top 5 in four marquee defensive categories: 
quarterback sacks (3rd with 26), sack yardage 
(4th with 177), tackles-for-loss (4th with 50.5) 
and TFL yardage (4th with 247). Nationally, 
Bosa had more TFLs during his three seasons 
than any other player in the nation. His five 
forced fumbles and two fumble recoveries led 
to 44 Ohio State points. Bosa was a finalist 
for the Lombardi Award as both a sophomore 
and a junior, and he was also a finalist for the 
Outland Trophy and Ted Hendricks awards 

as a sophomore. Led the Big Ten in TFLs with 
21 for 116 yards in 2014 and led Big Ten in 
conference games in 2015 with 13.5 TFLs. Over 
the course of the 2013 and 2014 seasons he 
tied an Ohio State record held by linebackers 
Ryan Shazier and Andy Katzenmoyer with a 
TFL in 14 consecutive games.

In three seasons, David Boston set or tied 12 
Ohio State receiving records, including most 
receptions (191), yards (2,855) and touchdowns

yards (1,435) in a season (1998). His records 
also included most 100-yard receiving games 
in a career (13) and season (eight in 1998). He 
still holds the career marks for receptions and 
touchdown receptions.

Mike Doss was a three-year starter for the 
Buckeyes and in each of those years he was a 
first-team All-American.

he was chosen as Defensive MVP of the 

Fiesta Bowl, where Ohio State captured its 

first consensus national championship since 
1968 with a 31-24 double-overtime victory 

over Miami. Doss played in 50 games, starting 
40, and collecting a combined total of 331 
tackles, placing him in the OSU career top 10.

After a quiet first two seasons with the 
Buckeyes (15 catches total), Terry Glenn 
repeatedly rose to new heights during the 1995 
campaign while becoming the school’s first- 
ever recipient of the Fred Biletnikoff Award. 
Glenn had 64 receptions for 1,411 yards and 

17 touchdowns. His touchdown total is still a 
school season record. Glenn led the nation in 
yards per catch, was fourth in yards per game 
and eighth in scoring in 1995. In addition to 
winning the Biletnikoff Award, Glenn followed 
Cris Carter as just the second wide receiver in 
Ohio State history to win first-team All-America 
honors. Glenn caught nine passes for 253 
yards and four touchdowns at Pitt, shattering 
he school records for single-game receiving 
yardage and tying the mark for TD catches. The 
Pitt game was one of seven 100-yard games for 
Glenn, another OSU record. At the end of the 
season, Glenn opted to leave school and was 
aken in the first round of the 1996 NFL draft 

by the New England Patriots. He set an NFL 
record for catches (90) by a rookie, helping the 
Patriots to the Super Bowl in a sensational first 
year and had 8,823 yards and 44 touchdowns 
in his 12-year career.

Randy Gradishar was considered by Woody

and 1973 and recorded 320 total tackles. He 
finished sixth in the Heisman Trophy balloting 
as a senior and was the backbone of the 
1973 defense, which recorded four shutouts 
and allowed just 64 points. After graduation, 
he played 10 years with the Denver Broncos.

He 
was inducted into the Academic All-America 
Hall of Fame in 1992. In December of 1998, he 
was inducted into the College Football Hall of 
Fame.

A first-team 
All-American both as a junior and senior, Hawk 
closed his career as the fifth leading tackler 
in Ohio State history with 394 career stops, 41 
tackles-for-loss and 9.5 sacks. His 141 tackles 
in 2004 were the most by an Ohio State player 
since 1986. A four-year letterman, Hawk was 
elected co-captain as a senior, receiving a 
vote from every player on the team except for 
himself. Following the season, Hawk was the 
fifth player taken in the 2006 NFL draft, going 
to the Green Bay Packers where he played for 
nine seasons. He played in Cincinnati in 2015.

Pete Johnson may have been a fullback during

yards and a school-record 58 touchdowns 
during his career. To say “Big Pete” had a nose 
for the goal line would be an understatement. 
He led the nation in scoring as a junior, tallying 
a school and Big Ten record 26 touchdowns. 
He also rushed for 1,059 yards and converted 
34 of 44 third-down tries. Johnson set a school 
record that year with five TDs against North 
Carolina.

In 1995, he made college football 
istory by becoming the first sophomore to 
win the Lombardi Award.

The latter was the 
highest finish by a lineman since a second- 
place finish by Ohio State’s John Hicks in 1973.

I’m 
not sure there has ever been a better offensive 
guard,” said Hayes upon Parker’s induction 

into the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame. A 
remendous athlete, the 6-2, 200-pounder 
could pull and run block with the best of them. 
And on the relatively few occasions when the 
Buckeyes decided to throw the ball, getting 
around the agile, quick-footed Parker was next 
0 impossible. Parker was a three-year starter 
and two-time All-American for the Buckeyes. 

He won the Outland Trophy as a senior in 

956. He helped Ohio State capture the 1954 
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national championship and back-to-back Big 
Ten titles in 1954 and 1955. A first round pick 
of the Baltimore Colts the following spring, he 
went on to enjoy a distinguished career in the 
NFL as a perennial all-pro. In addition to being 
a charter member of the Ohio State Athletics 
Hall of Fame, Parker also is a member of the 
College Football (1974) and the ProFootball 
(1973) halls of fame. Parker passed away in 
July, 1985, at age 71.

B. J. Sander had big shoes to fill in 2003. As

In a storybook season, he 
averaged 43.3 yards per punt, was voted to 

a first-team all-Big Ten berth and became the 
first Buckeye to win the Ray Guy Award as the 
nation’s best collegiate punter. From a pure 
numbers point, Sander was magical. Of his 82 
kicks, a phenomenal 39 were downed inside 
the opposing 20-yard line, a school record. 
That figure led the nation. Additionally, 16 of 
his punts were fair-caught, meaning just 31 

of his punts were even returned. Sander led 
the Big Ten and was fourth nationally in net 
punting. He had five kicks of 60 or more yards, 
including a career best of 68 yards against San 
Diego State. The Cincinnati native was a third- 
round draft pick of the NFL’s Green Bay Packers 
in 2004 and played there two seasons.

One of only eight three-time All-Americans 

at Ohio State, Tom Skladany was a punter 

and kicker from 1973-76 and the first 

kicking specialist ever to receive a football 
scholarship at Ohio State. He proved his worth 
immediately, landing the job as the Buckeyes’ 
No. 1 punter as a freshman. He also kicked 

off as a freshman and sophomore. As a junior 
and senior, he added PATs and field goals to 
his list of responsibilities. Skladany averaged 
45.6 yards per punt as a sophomore and was 
named to the Football Writers All-America 
Team. He repeated as an All-America choice 
the next two years, again leading the country 
in 1975 with a 46.7 average. As a senior, he 
averaged 42.3 yards per kick and finished his 
career with a school-record 42.7 average on 
160 punts. His average is still among the Top 5 
in school history, as is his punt yardage figure 
of 6,838. Skladany was co-captain of the 1976 
squad, the first specialist ever chosen as a 
Buckeye captain. The six-year NFL veteran was 
a 1991 inductee to the Ohio State Athletics Hall 
of Fame.

Chris Spielman led the Buckeyes in total 
tackles in 1986 and 1987 and is Ohio State’s 
all-time leader in solo tackles. A three-time 
all-Big Ten choice and a two-time All-American 
(consensus in 1986; unanimous in 1987), 
Spielman concluded his brilliant career 

in 1987 by winning the Lombardi Award. 
Spielman was a three-year starter and would 
have been a four-year regular were it not for 
two sprained ankles that greatly limited his 
playing time as a freshman. Still, he collected 
546 career tackles, a total that places him 
third on the all-time OSU list behind Marcus 
Marek (572) and Tom Cousineau (569). 
Spielman’s tackle total includes a school- 
record 283 solo stops. The Massillon, Ohio, 
native had his best year in 1986 as a junior, 
recording 205 total stops, including an OSU 
record 105 solos. His best game that year was 
a school record-tying 29 total tackles against 
Michigan. Spielman’s Ohio State teams won 
two Big Ten titles. He played in the Rose and 
Cotton bowls and was defensive MVP in the 
latter as a senior. Upon leaving Ohio State, 
Spielman became recognized as one of the 
NFL's top players, finishing his 12-year career 
in 1999 with the Cleveland Browns. Afour-time 
Pro Bowl selection, he is a 2000 inductee 
into the Ohio State University Athletics Hall of 
Fame and a 2009 enshrine into the College 
Football Hall of Fame.

In 1996, Shawn Springs was one of the top 
cornerbacks in college football and the 
dominant defensive player in the Big Ten - 
despite not recording an interception. Most 
teams simply chose not to test him. The 1996 
Big Ten Defensive Player of the Year (selected 
by the conference head coaches) was named 
a consensus All-American with first-team 
berths on the Walter Camp, Football Coaches, 
Sporting News and Football News All-America 
eams. He finished the year with 39 tackles 
and a team-high 15 passes broken up. Springs 
inished his career as a two-time all-Big Ten 
selection. The Seattle Seahawks selected him 
with the third overall selection in the 1997 

FL Draft after his junior season. He played 
13 NFL seasons with three teams — Seattle, 
Washington and New England — and was All- 
Pro in 2004 and made the Pro Bowl in 1998.

Jim Stillwagon made college football history 
in 1970 by becoming the first player to win the 
Outland Trophy and the Lombardi Award in 
the same year. Stillwagon, a three-year starter 
at middle guard for the Buckeyes between 
1968 and 1970, was a unanimous All-American 
as a junior and senior. During Stillwagon’s 
three seasons at Ohio State, the Buckeyes 
compiled a 27-2 record, won three Big Ten 
championships, played in two Rose Bowls and 
won a pair of national championships. With 
Stillwagon clogging the middle, the Ohio State 
defense simply shut down opposing offenses. 
In 1969, the Buckeyes gave up just 93 total 
points. In 1970, only two opponents scored 
more than 13 points; five were held to under 
10 points. Stillwagon was quite simply the best 
defensive lineman in college football in 1970. 
After graduation, Stillwagon was drafted by the 
Green Bay Packers. He chose instead to play in 
the Canadian Football League and was one of 
the premier defensive linemen in that league 
before retiring. He is a member of the College 
Football (1991) and Ohio State Athletics (1979) 
halls of fame.

Korey Stringer was a two-time All-American

Jack Tatum was one of the dominant defensive 
players and most intimidating forces in college 
football during his career at Ohio State. A 
three-year starter, a two-time All-American and 
the national Defensive Player of the Year as a 
senior, he was known for his tenacity and fierce 
style of play. The 6-1, 208-pound Tatum came 
to Ohio State as a running back, but moved 

to defense in the spring of his freshman year. 
He was a mainstay of the defense for the next 
three seasons as OSU rolled up a 27-2 record 
and won the 1968 national championship, two 
Big Ten titles and played in two Rose Bowls. 
The Oakland Raiders selected him in the first 
round of the 1971 NFL Draft. In his nine-year 
career, he was named to the Pro Bowl three 
times and was a member of the 1976 Super 
Bowl champion Raiders. He was inducted into 
the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame in 1981 
and the College Football Hall of Fame in 2004. 
The outstanding defensive back in the Big Ten 
is awarded the Tatum-Woodson Defensive Back 
of the Year award.

Steve Tovar, a two-time All-America selection 
in 1991 and 1992, had the distinction of being 
the first of 21 players recruited by John Cooper 
to earn All-America status at Ohio State. Tovar 
led Ohio State in tackles for three consecutive 
seasons (1990-92), one of only two Buckeyes 
ever to accomplish that feat. In his senior year, 
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Tovar was elected team co-captain and earned 
Big Ten Defensive Player of the Year honors 
(selected by the conference coaches) after 
recording 128 tackles. A three-time all-Big Ten 
selection, Tovar ranked fourth in school history 
with 414 total tackles and 239 solo tackles. The 
Elyria, Ohio, native was a third-round selection 
of the Cincinnati Bengals in the 1993 NFL Draft. 
After playing eight years in the NFL, Tovar 
began a career in college coaching. He was 
elected to the Ohio State Athletics Hall of Fame 
in 2001.

Mike Vrabel was one of the great defensive 
linemen not only at Ohio State, but in the 
history of the Big Ten Conference. He earned 
two Big Ten Conference Defensive Lineman 

of the Year honors (1995 and 1996) and was 
the first to win the award two times. He also 
earned back-to-back All-America honors those 
same seasons. Vrabel twice set the Ohio State 
single-season record for sacks and tackles for 
loss (TFL) and he still holds six school records, 


including career sacks (36), single season and 
career TFLs (26 in 1995 and 66, respectively), 
single season and career TFL yards (133 in 
1995 and 349, respectively) and career sack 
yardage (245). He ranks third all-time in the 
Big Ten in sacks and sixth in TFLs. Vrabel had 
a distinguished NFL career with three teams, a 
career that saw him a part of the New England 
Patriots’ dynamic run of three Super Bowls in 
four years (2001, 2003, 2004). In 2007, as a 
member of the Patriots, he was named to the 
Pro Bowl and a month later was named All-Pro. 
On top of these accomplishments, Vrabel’s 
professional career included 206 games 
played with Pittsburgh, New England and 
Kansas City, 140 starts and enough impressive 
Statistics — 57 sacks, 11 interceptions, 17 forced 
fumbles and 11 touchdowns receiving (as a 
tight end), including two in Super Bowls — that 
one has to conclude he is one of the great 
performers in a team sport that Ohio State has 
produced. In 2012 he was elected into the Ohio 
State Athletics Hall of Fame.

ORLANDO PACE 

After being chosen as the first pick of the 1997 NFL Draft by the St. Louis 
Rams, Pace starred at left tackle, being named All-Pro five times while 
being voted into seven Pro Bowl games. He started 154 consecutive 
games in a career that included 12 years with St. Louis and one season 
with the Chicago Bears. Pace played in two Super Bowls: he was a 
member of the Rams’ 1999 Super Bowl-winning team that defeated the 
Tennessee Titans, and he played in Super Bowl XXXVI against the New 
England Patriots. 


CRIS CARTER 

Wide receiver Cris Carter, who starred for Ohio State from 1984-86 and 
then played 16 years in the NFL, was inducted into the Hall of Fame in 
August 2013. Carter played with the Philadelphia Eagles, Minnesota 
Vikings and Miami Dolphins, and he recorded 1,101 catches for 13,899 
yards and 130 touchdowns during his NFL career. His receptions and 
touchdown totals each ranked second in NFL history when he retired 
from the game.

ERNIE GODFREY 

Ohio State has had several outstanding assistant coaches down through the years. But perhaps none has had more 
of an impact than the legendary Ernie Godfrey, who spent 33 years on the Ohio State staff, assisting seven different 
head coaches. Ernie joined the Ohio State ranks in 1929 as an assistant for Sam Willaman. He would go on to work for 
Francis Schmidt, Paul Brown, Carroll Widdoes, Paul Bixler, Wes Fesler and Woody Hayes before retiring in 1961. After 
retirement, at the urging of Hayes, he spent 11 years working with the Buckeyes’ kickers. An Ohio State graduate, he 
lettered in football in 1914 with the Buckeyes. Godfrey, who was on the coaching staff of five national championship 
teams and six Rose Bowl squads, is a member of the National Football Fourndation and Hall of Fame. The Columbus 
chapter of that organization is named after him.

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BUCKEYE LEAVES 

A round white decal, about the size of a quarter, 
with a green depiction of a buckeye leaf is 
applied to Ohio State football helmets for big 
plays and consistency on the field. This tradition 
started in 1968 when football coach Woody 
Hayes and longtime trainer Ernie Biggs changed 
the look of the Ohio State uniforms. Many of 
the sports at Ohio State incorporate Buckeye 
Leaves into their equipment and uniforms. 


SCRIPT OHIO 

The signature formation of the Ohio State 
University Marching Band performed before, 
during halftime or after home football games is 
Script Ohio. 


Each time the formation drill is performed, 
a different fourth- or fifth-year sousaphone 
player has the privilege of standing as the dot 
in the “i” of “Ohio.” 


At exactly 16 measures from the end of “Le 
Regiment,” the drum major struts out toward 
the top of the “i,” with a senior sousaphone 
player high-stepping a couple of paces behind. 
As the crowd’s cheering crescendos, the drum 
major stops and dramatically points to the spot 
where the sousaphone player then assumes 
the post of honor, doffs his or her hat and bows 
deeply to both sides of the stadium. 


Woody Hayes, Bob Hope and Jack Nicklaus are 
among the select few non-band members who 
have had the honor of dotting the “i.” 


First performed at the OSU-Pittsburgh football 
game Oct. 10, 1936, Script Ohio was named 
one of Athlon Sports’ 10 Greatest Football 
Traditions in 1999. 
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TRADITIONS 


BRUTUS BUCKEYE 
One of the more visible symbols of Ohio State 


athletics is Brutus Buckeye, the school’s mascot. 


In 1965, an art student designed and introduced 
the first Brutus, while the name was chosen in 

a contest. The mascot began as a hardened 
paper mache affair that looked like a bowling 
ball with legs. In 1975, a radical new Brutus was 
designed with a prune-like head and a man’s 
body. That attempt was booed off the field 

and was re-worked, giving way to a mascot 
comparable to the beloved present-day Brutus. 


The original choices for Ohio State’s mascot 
included a ram, an elk, a moose and the 
leading candidate, a male deer. Due to the 
skittish nature of deer, the idea of a mascot 
was tabled until January 1941 when “Chris,” 

a German police dog owned by an assistant 
cheerleader, made an appearance at a 
basketball game. The dog’s career was short- 
lived and OSU remained without an official 
mascot until the 1960s. 


HOMECOMING 

First recognized in 1912, Homecoming began 
as “Ohio State Day.” It was initiated by 
Professor (and later OSU President) George W. 
Rightmire. Homecoming was designed to bring 


The celebration has been noted, among other 
things, for the decorating of Greek chapter 
facilities and university dormitories. 


The parade is another tradition Buckeyes’ hold 
high. The parade did not become a time- 
honored tradition until it joined the schedule 
permanently in 1965. 


In 1926, student supporters wishing to pull 

a practical joke on the university, convinced 
the community that Maudine Ormsby was to 
be honored as queen. She was so popular on 
campus, she won the vote. Maudine actually 
turned out to be a cow, the only cow ever 
elected as homecoming queen.

TBDBITL 
“The Best Damn Band in the Land” is the 


225-member, all-brass Ohio State University 
Marching Band that formed in 1879 as a 
military band. Also known as “The Pride of the 
Buckeyes,” the band perhaps is best known 
for the incomparable Script Ohio. Another 
band tradition of note is the “skull session,” a 
warmup concert/pep rally in St. John Arena, 
open to the public before every home football 
game that allows the band to play and “think 
through” the show one last time. More than 
10,000 fans regularly attend each skull session. 


CHEERLEADERS 

Buckeye cheerleaders are a constant source 
of support at all athletics events. The squad 
took second at the 2001 College Cheerleading 
National Championship, its highest finish 
since winning the 1993 title, and has placed 
first in the northeast region in 20 of the last 
22 years. The squad was sixth at the 2009 
national championships. The cheerleaders 
make appearances all over the state of Ohio 
throughout the year. 


TUNNEL OF PRIDE 

The brainchild of ex-OSU quarterback Rex Kern 
and former Director of Athletics Andy Geiger, 
the Tunnel of Pride actually started in 1995, 
when Notre Dame visited Ohio Stadium for 
the first meeting between the two teams in 
nearly 50 years. In an effort to generate even 
more emotion, excitement and enthusiasm 
than already existed, Kern and Geiger reached 
out to former Buckeye football players who 
were attending the game and asked them to 
form a tunnel for the team to run through as it 
came onto the field. Thus a tradition was born, 
which is now continued every other year when 
Michigan visits Ohio Stadium. 
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TRADITIONS 


BUCKEYE GROVE 

Since 1934, a Buckeye tree has been planted 
in honor of each Ohio State All-American. Trees 
are usually planted in a pregame ceremony at 
the spring game. With the renovation of Ohio 
Stadium in 2001, the Buckeye Grove is now 
loated at the southwest corner of the stadium. 


VICTORY BELL 

Located in the southeast tower of Ohio 
Stadium, the Victory Bell is rung after every 
Ohio State victory. It was a gift of the classes of 
1943, 1944 and 1945. Resting 150-feet up in the 
southeast tower, members of Alpha Phi Omega 
ring the bell after victories, a tradition that 
began after OSU beat California Oct. 2, 1954. 
On a calm day, it is said the bell can be heard 
five miles away. The bell weighs 2,420 pounds 
and cost $2,535 to install. 


SCARLET AND GRAY 

Ohio State’s official school colors since 1878, 
scarlet and gray were chosen by a group of 
three students in a lecture room in University 
Hall because “it was a pleasing combination 
... and had not been adopted by any other 
college,” noted selection committee member 
Alice Townshend Wing. 


BLOCK O 

An Ohio State University and Ohio Stadium 
tradition, Block “O” celebrated its 70th 
anniversary last year. Known for spreading 
spirit, starting cheers and performing card 
stunts, Block “O” was founded in 1938 by 
Clancy Isaac. After seeing a cheering section 
at the University of Southern California, Isaac 
decided that it was something Ohio State 
needed. Seventy-one years later, Block “O” 
is Ohio State’s largest student organization 
on campus and has gained local and national 
recognition. 
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GOLD PANTS 

A gold charm replica of a pair of football pants 
is given to players and coaches following wins 
over Michigan. The tradition started in 1934 
when first-year coach Francis Schmidt told 
those wondering how OSU would fare with its 
nemesis from Ann Arbor: “They put their pants 
on one leg at a time just like everybody else.” 
Schmidt’s Buckeyes then went and defeated 
Michigan four-consecutive times, all by shutout. 


CAPTAINS’ BREAKFAST 

Started in 1934, all past captains are invited 
back for a breakfast and to welcome in the 
new captains. 


THE MICHIGAN GAME 

The annual Ohio State-Michigan football game 
was No. 10n a list of the 10 Greatest Rivalries In 
Sports compiled by the editorial staff at ESPN. 
com in 1999. There simply is no greater rivalry 
in college athletics. 


THE ILLIBUCK TROPHY 

The winner of the Ohio State — Illinois game 
has received the Illibuck trophy since the 
tradition began in 1925. lllibuck was a live 
turtle, but has been a wooden replica since 
1927. Also representative of the rivalry is the 
peace pipe. Members of two junior honorary 
societies, Bucket and Dipper of Ohio State and 
Sachem of Illinois, annually meet at halftime of 
the Fighting Illini-Buckeye game to smoke the 
peace pipe and present the “Illibuck” trophy to 
the winning school from the previous year. 


SENIOR TACKLE 

A last practice of the year tradition since 1913 
where the seniors hit the blocking sled one 
final time, for many years it was held following 
the last practice prior to the season finale with 
Michigan. But depending upon the Buckeyes’ 
bowl obligation, it has sometimes been moved 
to the last home practice before the team 
departs for its postseason game. 


SCHOOL SONGS 

Ohio State proudly boasts an alma mater 
(Carmen Ohio), two fight songs (Across the 
Field and Buckeye Battle Cry) and a state rock 
song (Hang on Sloopy). 


BUCKEYE BATTLE CRY 

In old Ohio there’s a team 

that’s known thru-out the land; 
Eleven warriors, brave and bold, 
whose fame will ever stand. 
And when the ball goes over, 
our cheers will reach the sky,

Celeri was back to punt 
at his own 16. A low snap 
forced Celeri to kick the ball off his wrong foot, the 
ball dribbling out of bounds at the Cal 13. Three plays 
advanced Ohio State to the 6, where Jimmy Hague 
kicked the winning field goal with under two minutes 
remaining. It was a dramatic end to a game OSU had 
dominated early, outgaining Cal 143-15 in total yards 
in the first half and driving inside the Bears’ 20 three 
times with nothing to show for it. Two Ohio State 
touchdowns were called back by penalty.
